and  made  a funr.y  noise  when  up  close  but  no  noise  when  further  away.  He  said  it 
was  about-  5CCO  to  6oCO  feet  high  at  the  closest.-  And  that  it  moved  from  east  to 
west  then  to  the  north  east.”

indicated  that  he  was  a member  of  the  CAP,  and  had  reported  the 
above  information  to  his  CAP  leader,  who  advised  him  to  make  a report  to  Stewart  AF3. 


I immediately  mads  an  informal  investigation  with  Base  V.Vather  Station, 

Stewart  Tower,  and  RAPCON  CQntrol.  Tower  ad*.dsed  that  a helicopter  was  woricing 
with’  KAPCON  at  the  reported  time,  and  that  the  helicopter  was  using  an  anti- 
collision light.  R5PC0N  advised  that  he  was  working  with  helicopter  CH3C  from 
192’?L  to  205iL,  covering  the  time  that  the  al.leged  UFO  appeared.  On  the  helicopter’ s 
first  lo’w  approach  he  procse'^ad  to  the  outser  marker,  flew  out  12  to  13  miles  west 
of  the  Base,  made  a procedure  turn,  missed  the  outer  marker  and  vent  back  out  to 
ra-intercept.  After  completing  ’’’LS  approach,  the  helicopter  proceeded  to  make 
several  other  lo’w  approaches  on  runway  09*  Ihese  maneuvers  would  place  the 
helicopter  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Montgomery,  and  at  published  IL3  altitude 
of  2300  feet.  Weather  reported  in  the  vicinity  was  2$, 000  feet  scatt-’red,  20 
miles  'Visibility.  No  other  U"0  sighting  were  made  to  this  offi-'c.
